Health tation, or words to that effect. There is 

Control. . demand for something national in 
scope in the matter of safeguarding the public health. 
The idea is taking root that a man is worth as much 
as a horse or a cow or a pig, and that if the govern- 
ment is solicitous enough for the welfare of animals 
to employ trained veterinarians to care for them, it 
may well devote more care to the preservation of 
human lives and the stamping out of disease. This 
sentiment is the foundation of the movement for the 
individual drinking cup and towel, the tuberculosis 
sanitarium, the anti-spitting ordinance, etc. In some 
states it has taken form in ventilation laws. But sooner 
or later the popular demand will bring all that sort of 
regulation under the control of the federal govern- 
ment, with one complete and uniform system of health 
laws, which, we imagine, would be much more satis- 
factory to all concerned than the present chaotic con- 
dition of sanitary legislation. 

Leaving out of consideration the medical features of 
the subject, why shouldn’t there be some regulation 
of ventilation, for instance? Why should people be 
housed in unsanitary, foul-smelling quarters, while 
cattle and horses are provided with ventilated barns? 
\nd is it necessary to wait until every state in the 
Union shall have passed a sanitary code before secur- 
ing proper protection for all the people? 

The new Ohio State Building Code, portions of 
which have been enacted into law, provides that in 
school buildings the heating system shall be com- 
bined with a system of ventilation which will change 
the air in all parts of the building except the corridors, 
halls and storage closets not less than six times per 
hour. The heating system to be installed where a 
change of air is required, must be either standard 
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ventilating stoves, gravity or mechanical furnaces, 
gravity indirect steam or hot water, or a mechanical 
indirect steam or hot water system. The new code 
goes further into the details of the ventilation of school 
buildings, and there is under consideration a separate 
section on heating and ventilation as applied to all 
building construction, which, when passed by the 
Legislature, is expected to make the Ohio code a 
model as regards ventilation. 

How far it would be possible for a national law on 
this subject to go and still be within the bounds of 
constitutionality, it is hardly necessary to consider in 
this connection. Something of the same course as is 
now pursued by the Bureau of Animal Industry would, 
no doubt, be necessary in safeguarding the interests of 
the several states while making sanitation national in 
its scope. That federal control to that extent will 
come sometime can hardly be doubted, in view of the 
growing solicitude for the public health. 








THERE has been some talk of a shortage of stoves 
this Fall and of probable difficulty of supplying dealers’ 
wants promptly, all of which may be

see a condition of affairs in which 
the demand would even approximate a famine in 
stoves. That time is not likely to come, yet in the 
experience of many an individual dealer something 
like that may happen. 

When a dealer fails to order early, and later de- 
sires to fill gaps in his stock by orders that should 
have been placed weeks or months before, he is likely 
to be seriously inconvenienced by delays that he had 
not counted on. Early placing of specifications and 
of orders to ship is the wise course, not alone for the 
convenience of the manufacturer in the matter of 
shipping, but also for the protection of the dealer in 
getting prompt and complete supplies. This is a 
“reciprocity” idea that is well worth the dealer's 
attention. 

Conservatism in the retail hardware business is a 
good trait, no doubt, but it can be carried to an ex- 
treme. More money is made by liberal buying than 
is saved by refusing to buy. A dealer cannot sell 
goods unless he has them to sell, and he must risk 
something if he would gain anything. Care in buy- 
ing may well apply to the quality and price of the 
goods bought rather than to the quantity, up to reason 
able limit.

fom retail business. Opinions differ, and the 
Customer. argument 1s quite as vigorous on the one 


side as on the other. That there are 
ardent defenders of the credit system is very evident, 
though there are equally enthusiastic advocates of the 
cash plan of retail merchandizing. 

One correspondent makes it appear that in some 
cases the cash customer receives scant courtesy 
at the hands of the average retailer in comparison 
with the customer who runs an account. The latter 
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seems to be regarded as the “steady purchaser,” while 
the former is treated as an occasional patron. Let a 
buyer but establish a line of credit and he at once 
becomes an interesting personality to the merchant. 
Everything possible is done to please him, lest he 
transfer his account to some other store, or dispute 
his bill, or refuse to pay. In other words, the mer- 
chant too often stands in awe of his debtor simply 
because the latter has got into his debt; he does not 
have the same feeling toward the cash customer, from 
whom he hopes for nothing beyond the present 
purchase. 

Clearly it is a mistake to neglect the cash buyer. 
He may never buy again, but he should have as con- 
siderate treatment as though he were expected to buy 
regularly. It is certain that if he is not treated with 
consideration he will not be likely to become a steady 
customer, and though he be a mere passer-by, it is 
quite within his power to do much harm, if offended, 
by his criticism expressed to others. The reputation 
of a store is built up by satisfied patrons, and one dis- 
satisfied customer can do more harm in a few min- 
utes’ conversation than can be undone in years. To 
treat the cash customer well, therefore, is the part of 
wisdom, not only because “money talks,” but also be- 
cause the customer talks after he leaves the store.

The trolley rates are low, trains frequent, 

stops convenient. It would seem as though no steam 

railroad could compete, and ordinarily this would be a 
serious problem for any railroad to face. 

In this instance the right course was pursued by 
getting into the trolley business instead of keeping out 
of it. The railroad officials not only bought up the 
stock of competing trolley lines, but built new parallel 
lines of their own and encouraged the traffic all they 
could. The result was that they reaped where they 
sowed, and with every increase in trolley traffic more 
dollars went into the strong box of the railroad com- 
pany. This policy might have been opposed as being 
foreign to the business of the company, which primar- 
ily was the operation of a steam railroad, but the fore- 
sight of the directors saved them from serious mistake. 
They saw great possibilities in the trolley business and 
determined to have an important share in it. 

Just so the merchant or manufacturer who is sud- 
denly confronted with strong competition should study 
to turn the circumstances to profit for himself. It may 
be some new line of goods stocked by his competitor, 
or some new medium of advertising, a new store front 
or a special window display or bargain offer. What- 
ever it is, the thing to do is to “ go him one better” 
with some counter attraction that will turn defeat into 
victory. The soldier who mopes in his tent never wins 
a battle. The business man who allows his competitor 
to discourage him loses ground in the very beginning 
of the race. A good motto in business is, “Keep up 
your courage and forge ahead!”

around the highway question, so far as the main roads 
are concerned, will have been settled in the affirmative 
and for all time. Good roads will then be an instj- 
tution in this country instead of a dream of the future. 
Much of the credit for this present and prospective 
improvement in country roads must be given to the 
automobile. Pleasure riding demands and will have 
what business has long needed, but could not get. 
The farmer who would not be convinced that good 
roads were worth all they cost as a highway to market 
is quick to see their value when he tries out his new 
automobile. The more the farmers own and drive 
autos the quicker the road conditions will become 
ideal. It is an example of the influence of the worid's 
pleasure and convenience on the world’s commerce, 
as shown also in the fast railway trains and steam- 
ships—fast for the tourist first and for freight sec- 
ondly. Give this country good roads, with the in- 
creased facilities that such roads bring to local traffic, 
and the efficiency of all the exchanges of life would 
be nearly doubled.

\\hy are there no schools of merchandising where a 
man can go and learn'to become a successful retailer, 
asks an exchange. There are schools of medicine and 
schools of law, schools of advertising and of journal- 
ism; why not a school of retailing? How long will it 
he before the trained merchant will supplant the old- 
time storekeeper ? 

At first glance the idea seems good, but it will hardly 
bear analysis. The successful merchant, like the poet, 
is born, not made. No amount of schooling could 
make a successful retailer out of the man who has 
no adaptation for that calling. On the other hand. 
no amount of education can spoil a really good retailer. 
If he has it in him to succeed he will succeed in spite 
of adverse circumstances, 

The average merchant who has made his mark in 
the world has been self-taught. He has had the in- 
stinct to push his way to the front over all obstacles. 
He has been able to put himself in the place of the 
buying public, to anticipate their wants, to please them 
with the arrangement of his store and the quality of his 
goods, His success has been due very largely to his 
own personality, and if he were asked how he did it, 
he could not for the life of him answer the question. 
He has succeeded from force of character and persist- 
ency, and while any man might have done the same 
with the same degree of application only a few can or 
will apply themselves as he has, What the successful 
merchant needs is character, not education, If he has 
the former he will get the latter.

In June, Igor, at 
‘Asheville, N. C., a preliminary meeting was held, at 
which Mr. McKinney was present and took a leading 
part. In October of the same year the organization 
was perfected in a session at Cleveland and Mr.

OHIO STATE BUILDING CODE. 











fie Ohio State Building Commission has com- 
oleted part of its labors on the new building code of 
shat State, and the portions of the code that have been 
enacted into law by the Legislature have been printed 
4s House Bill No. 479. The Commission has been 
continued, with instructions to complete the code by 
lanuary, 1912. Through the kindness of Fred W. 
Elliott, Consulting Architect of the Commission, 
AMERICAN ARTISAN has been furnished with a copy 
of the code so far as completed. 

Section 30 of the code as to theaters and assembly 
halls, provides as follows: 

A heating system shall be installed which will uni- 
formly heat all parts of the building to a temperature 
of sixty-five degrees in zero weather. 

\ll parlors, retiring, toilet and check rooms, and 
all assembly halls used in connection with and a 
necessary adjunct to a church, school building, lodge 
building, club house, hospital or hotel shall be heated 
by an indirect system combined with a system of ven- 
tilation which will change the air not less than six 
times per hour. All other assembly halls and theater 
auditoriums shall be heated and ventilated by a system 
which will supply to each auditor not less than 1,200 
cubic feet of air. 

The system to be installed where a change of air 
is required shall be either a gravity or mechanical 
furnace system, gravity indirect steam or hot water, 
or a,mechanical indirect steam or hot water system. 

No stove or open grate shall be used in any theater 
or assembly hall, except water heaters, furnaces and 
boilers. 

No stove pipe shall be more than five feet long, 
measuring horizontally, unless the same be enclosed 
in a standard fireproof heater room, nor shall any 
stove pipe come closer to any combustible material or 

ceiling than three feet. 

(he fresh air supply shall be taken from outside 
the building and no vitiated air shall be reheated. The 
vitiated air shall be conducted through flues or ducts 
» and be discharged above the roof of the building. 

No floor register for heating or ventilating shall be 
placed in any aisle or passageway. 

No coil or radiator shall be placed in any aisle or 
passageway used as an exit, but said coils and radi- 

ators may be placed in recesses formed in the wall 
or partitions providing no part of the radiator or coil 
projects beyond the wall line. 

Section 21 of the code as to school buildings pro- 
vides as follows: 

\ heating system shall be installed which will uni- 
iormly heat all corridors, hallways, play rooms, toilet 

ins, recreation rooms, assembly rooms, gymnasi- 

and manual training rooms to a uniform tem- 
perature of 65 degrees in zero weather; and will uni- 
iormly heat all other parts of the building to 70 de- 
grccs In zero weather. 

‘ceptions, Rooms with one or more open sides 
for open air or outdoor treatment. 
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The heating systems shall be combined with a system 
of ventilation which will change the air in all parts 
of the building except the corridors, halls, and storage 
closets not less than six times per hour. 

The heating system to be installed where a change 
of air is required, shall be either standard ventilating 
stoves, gravity or mechanical furnaces, gravity indi- 
rect steam or hot water ; or a mechanical indirect steam 
or hot water system. 

Where wardrobes are not separated from the class 
room they shall be considered as part of the class 
room and the vent register shall be placed in the ward- 
robe. 

Where these wardrobes are separated from the class 
rooms, they shall be separately heated and ventilated 
the same as the class rooms. 

The bottom of warm air registers shall be placed 
not less than eight feet above the floor line, except 
foot warmers which may be placed in the floors of 
the main corridors or lobbies. 

Vent registers shall be placed not more than two 
inches above the floor line. 

The fresh air supply shall be taken from the out- 
side of the building and no vitiated air shall be re- 
heated. The vitiated air shall be conducted through 
flues or ducts and be discharged above the roof of the 
building. 

A hood shall be placed over each and every stove 
in the domestic science room, over each and every 
compartment desk or demonstration table in the chem- 
ical laboratories and chemical laboratory lecture 
rooms, of such a size as to receive and carry off all 
offensive odors, fumes and gases. 

These ducts shall ‘be connected to vertical venti- 
lating flues placed in the walls and shall be inde- 
pendent of the room ventilation as previously pro- 
vided for. 

Where electric current is available electric exhaust 
fans shall be placed in the ducts or flues from the 
stove fixtures in domestic science rooms and chemical 
laboratories, and where electric current is not avail- 
able and a stéam or hot-water system is used, the 
main vertical flues from the above ducts shall be pro- 
vided with accelerating coils of proper size to create 
sufficient draught to carry away all fumes and offen- 
sive odors. 

STANDARD VENTILATING STOVES. 

Title 10, on standard ventilating stoves, provides: 

Section 1. Stove-—A standard ventilating stove 
may be any style or design of heating stove, placed 
within the room to be warmed and ventilated, and 
shall be enclosed in a jacket made of galvanized or 
black iron. Jacket shall extend from the stove tray 
to a point four inches above the top of the stove. 

Section 2. Fresh Air Supply.—Fresh air supply 
shall be taken from outside the building, be carried 
to the stove below the floor line either in vitrified 
sewer pipe, masonry ducts, or ducts made of wrought 
iron or steel of not less than three-sixteenths inch in 
thickness, riveted together with tight joints. 

Ducts shall be turned up and discharged under the 
center of the stove, from which point the air shall 
ascend between the radiating surface of the stove and 
jacket, and enter the room from the top of the stove. 
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Section 3. Tray.—Stove shall be placed on a cast 
iron tray raised three inches above the floor line, of 
the same size as the enclosing jacket, provided with 
an opening of proper size to receive the fresh air duct 
and projecting beyond the stove door one foot in all 
directions. Stove door shall be provided with a metal 
collar extending from the face of the stove to the face 
of the jacket. 

Section 4. Smoke Pipe.—No smoke pipe connection 
between the stove and the smoke flue shall be more 
than five feet long, measuring horizontally. 

Section 5. Ventilation—Each room in which a 
standard ventilating stove is installed shall be pro- 
vided with a ventilating flue placed close to the stove. 

The vent flue shall be of the same area as the fresh 
air supply and run through and above the roof, Vent 
flue of not over one hundred and fifty square inches 
of area shall be enclosed with walls of brick or con-

The painting of the ceiling sheets—that is, factory 
prime coating—is done by the roll and brush painting 
process. All sheets are painted in the flat before be- 
ing stamped to design. 

The materials being high grade, the designing and 
other departments through which the sheet metal 
passes in its transformation from raw product to fin- 
ished steel ceilings, maintain a similar standard of 
workmanship and thoroughness. Design is the base 
of steel ceiling formation, developed by the modeling 
artist on certain defined architectural lines to conform 
to the class intent and meet the.contentive factors dur- 
ing process of manufacture. 

In designing a ceiling, the modeling artist’s first 
step is to sketch roughly with charcoal on full size de- 
tail paper the figurative outlines he proposes to follow 
in the formation of the design. The sketch is trans-

rred"to a slab of damp modeling clay, which is noth- 
more than ordinary brick-making clay moistened 
th enough glycerine to give it the consistency and 
acity of stiff putty. In this clay the artist molds 
models his design with great care and accuracy. 
e entire design is cut into the clay, every figure, 
or scroll worked to a true square or radius, a 
¢ balance throughout being the aim. Special model- 
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ing tools, also the compass, spirit level and square, are 
used. Every line is worked true and distinct, with all 
the expression desired. Every depression carries with 
it a certain degree of draught, so that when the design 
is cast into a die it will work smoothly while operating 
in the presses. 

When the modeling artist has completed his work 
on the clay cast, a plaster paris cast is taken from it, 
this being called a shell cast and is just the antithesis 
of the clay cast. It is then necessary to take in plaster, 
a cast of the shell cast, which is then a reproduction 
of the clay cast. Much careful attention is given this 
last cast by the modeler, every line and impression be- 
ing gone over, trued, leveled and smoothed, after 
whieh it is given two coats of liquid shellac. It is now 
known as the plaster die, and is ready for casting into 
an iron die. 

In this work care and judgment are imperative. 
The temperature of the molten iron and the tempera- 
ture of the molding room must be taken into consid- 
eration so that the cast will not cool too slow or too 
fast. The first retards sufficient and necessary shrink- 
age and the second causes too much shrinkage and

the iron cast must shrink to this allowance, otherwise 

it is a faulty die and must be cast over and over until 

the shrinkage is perfect. 

The iron cast is then taken to the machine shop, 
where the beads and buttons are hand cut into it and 
the entire cast milled and smoothed. It is then known 
as an iron die and is ready for adjustment on the 
anvil base in the press. In shop terms it 1s called a 
female or bottom die. The male or top die ts cast 
on the press over the bottom die by pouring molten 
zinc of the necessary thickness over it. Having cooled, 
the top die is fastened and adjusted to the hammer 
head of the press and is ready to receive the opera- 
tions of the steel sheets. 

Either draw or drop hammer presses are used for 
stamping steel ceilings. As a rule stampings from a 
draw press are lacking in clearness on the center and 
inner portions of the plate, while on the drop hammer 
presses, as used by Berger’s, every portion of the plate 
receives the same forcéful blow, so that it is raised and 
brought out distinctly and perfectly. The force of 
the blow is regulated by the operator in raising or 
lowering the drop of the hammer head and bringing 


the plate home and true to the die impressions. 
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The sheet steel then passes to the shearing depart- 
ment, where the edges of the plates are sheared over 
a templet, which guides the shearman in trimming per 
fectly and true. Every ceiling unit is sheared alike, 
making a complete and perfect member. Many man- 
ufacturers rely chiefly on the shearman’s accuracy of 
eye, which accounts for uneven edges, some being 
sheared too far beyond the head and others too high, 
making an imperfect head joint. 

Standard bead lap joint construction is used in the 
Berger steel ceilings. This is on the outer edges of 
the units, including field plates, borders, moldings, 
cornices, and side ornamented fillers having a bead and 
button finish on one side. The bead is 3@ of an inch 
wide and 3/16 of an inch deep, which permits a ‘per- 
fect fitting joint, whether on even or uneven surfaces.

Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


With increase in production in iron and steel come 
reports of declines in prices. Wire quotations are 
down and bars and sheets show similar shading. The 
market in crude steel holds well to the official prices, 
as do also mill rods. It i$ noticeable that whatever 
shading has been done has not resulted in increased 
buying. Evidently, buyers are looking for still lower 
prices, but there is no apparent reason why they 
should do so. The prosperity of the country and the 
high range of prices in other lines is not in keeping 
with cut prices in iron and steel. For example, the 
July receipts of grain and flour at the four leading 
Atlantic ports, 16,619,673 bushels, show a considerable 
gain over the corresponding figures of the two earlier 
years. The largest gain is shown for wheat, the re- 
ceipts of which increased from 2,602,385 bushels in 
July, 1910, to 7,397,107 bushels during the month 
under discussion. Grain and flour receipts at the 
same cities for the seven months of the present year, 
116,184,843 bushels, were also on a larger scale than 
during 1910 and 1909, when 100,370,688 and 92,128,- 
409 bushels were reported. 

A similar condition prevails in receipts of live stock 
and shipments of packing house products. Live stoci 
receipts during July at seven primary western markets 
aggregated 3,308,680 head, compared with 2,898,675 
head received in July, 1910, and 2,688,311 head in 
July, 1909. July shipments of packing house products 
from Chicago totaled 198,349,375 pounds, compared 
with 162,987,400 pounds in July, 1910, and 178,357,619 
pounds in July, 1909. These figures show conclusively 
that the grain and live stock interests of the country 
are not declining, and they suggest that there is no 
real cause for decline in the iron and steel industry. 
lf prices of certain products have been artificially 
maintained at too high a level, there may be good 
cause for a drop, but that does not apply to the general 
line of iron and steel products, which, for the most 
part, are held firm. 

The actual market condition shows that while sellers 
of steel have not been stampeded at any point, they 
have in several instances yielded to the extent of 
making slightly lower prices. In wire the openly 
quoted market is $1 a ton below that of a fortnight 
ago; steel bars are being shaded an extra dollar in 
Chicago territory, and several pipe manufacturers are 
quoting an extra 24%% discount on attractive orders. 
This gave rise to an expectation that the National 
lube Company, the Steel Corporation subsidiary, 
would issue a new card of discounts September Ist, 
but this action has not been taken. It is possible the 
Steel Corporation will no longer take the lead in these 
matters, on account of the public discussion that has 
lately taken place, while it is to be observed that 
according to Chairman Gary’s testimony before the 
Stanley committee the corporation in 1910 made only 
38.2% of all the welded pipe made in the country in 


igiO, against 57.2% in 1go1, the corporation — firy 
year. 

The general hardware market is somewhat jjy- 
proved and the outlook for fall trade is regarded a: 
favorable. The nail market is unchanged. The base 
price at the mill for jobbers is $1.70 per keg and $1.8: 
at the mill for less than carloads. The base price oj 
cut nails at the mill for jobbers is $1.60 per keg 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as {ol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers 
car lots, $1.93, $2.00 out of store; painted barb wire. 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ car lots, $1.99, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 


TINPLATE. 

Shipments for the month of August exceeded thos 
of July. The market is firm at $3.60 to $3.70 for earl, 
delivery and on contracts running through the first 
quarter of next year on desirable business, The mills 
are running at about the same capacity as last week 
A stimulating influence in the market of late has bec 
the presence of salmon packers with free specification:

TIN. 


he tin market has been quiet, but there is a good 
inquiry. Had it not been for the drop in the foreign 
market the small spot stocks existing at eastern ports 
would have probably caused a very strong spot market. 
But it is only temporarily disguised and will make 
itself felt. Whatever reaction there has been was 
caused by the assurance of a good supply following 
the recent famine scare. The tie-up owing to the 
strike in England at the time that the best months for 
tin are on was responsible for that scare. August, 
September and October are considered the best months 
in the tin market as the canneries"make big demands. 
The total imports of tin for the year ending Aug. 31 
were 29,861 tons, as compared with 31,217 tons in 
1910. The total visible supply on Aug. 31 was 16,619 
as compared with 17,943 tons last year. The visible 
supply on July 31 was 16,707 tons. Deliveries into 
consumption during August amounted to 3,800 tons. 
The combined deliveries from London and Holland 
for the month were 193 tons larger than last year, The 
visible supply for the month ended Aug. 31 was 1,324 
tons below that of August, Igro. 


SPELTER. 

Spelter continues dull, with prices unchanged in 
New York. St. Louis reported a decline of 21% points 
in the September settling price and an advance of 5 
points on the inside spot quotation. Advices from 
London say that large quantities of spelter will be 
needed there in the next few months, and that stocks 
in producers’ hands have been further reduced. The 
position of this article abroad therefore remains as 
strong as ever, the more so as, in spite of the present

market report, say: 

No change in prices, buying for spot shipment in limited 
quantities and considerable inquiry for extended delivery, 
are the week’s features. The pig iron situation generally is 
a quiet one, underlaid with indications of much better things 
before hong, which are being evidenced by considerable in- 
quiry, so far, however, resulting in only orders for small ton- 
nage and quick delivery.

Matthew Addy & Co., of Cincinnati, in their weekly 
market report say: 

The events of the week give no reason to be disap- 
pointed regarding the pig iron market. On the contrary 
the growing demand for iron for shipment next year shows 
that the consumers not only regard iron as cheap but that 
they expect to keep on using it. As a rule sellers are 
chary about quoting for 1912 shipment. There are too 
many uncertain elements entering into the cost of iron 
to make sales of that kind desirable. But most of them can 
be tempted to sell at a premium over the current quota- 
tions. Quite a little tonnage for 1912 shipment has been 
recentiy placed. 

Shipments on old orders are going forward at a good 
rate. There is no question but that the movement of 
iron is growing heavier and this is the surest sign of 
the increase in consumption 

The recent advance in price on Southern iron is being 
well maintained. Northern iron is still $13.00 f. 0. b. Ohio 
furnace, for No. 2. This price is not a “living wage,” so 
to speak, for the ironmaster. As a matter of fact, the 
prices on Southern iron are not a living wage either, yet 
the signs are pointing in the right direction and it is to 
be hoped that presently things in this direction will be 
more satisfactory.
